TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) — 
Egyptian and Israeli planes 
clashed Wednesday over Is- 
mailia, a midway point on the 
Suez Canar, in the first such

An Egyptian military spokes- 
man in Cniro said two of a .flight 
of four Israeli fighters were shot 
down and a third was hit, add- 
ing: "After this successful dog- 
fight, the Egyptian planes re- 
turned safely to their bases."

Air force jets took off and in-

Legislative Council Advocates LeyjL 
On Liquor Sold In Idaho Taverns 



By ALLEN M. BAILEY 

BOISE (AP) — A 15 per cent 
retail tax on alcoholic beverages 
sold In Idaho taverns and bars 
has been proposed in a minor- 
ity report by two' members of 
the Legislative Council's Com- 
mittee on Liquor Laws. 

The council met to adopt final 
recommendations of several 
study committees for submission 
to the 40th ' Idaho Legislature 
-next- January. 

Stale Reps. Ernest Allen, R- 
Nampa, and Allan F. Larscn, 
R-Blackfoot, criticized recom- 
mendations of the Nnuor laws 
committee, 

The committee suggested that 
grocery stores be allowed to sell 
wines, thnt liquor licenses be al- 
lowed In unincorporated areas, 
that closing hours be extended 
until 2 a.m. and that 2-10 p.m. 
sales of liquor bo allowed on 
Sunday, 

Those changes would be sub- 
ject to local option. 

"The recommendations of the 
majority can be characterized 
as a liberalization of our liquor 
laws," the minority report said, 



and we question the wisdom of 
adopting; them." 

Allen and Larscn suggested a 
15 per cent retail tax on alcoholic 
beverage sales by levies in Ida- 
ho, half of which would go to- 
ward the support of Idaho's pub- 
lic schools. 

Part of the revenue would be 
used for liquor law enforcement. 

The Public Depository Com- 
mittee also presented Its recom- 
mendations— It-proposed : 

—Amendment of Idaho laws to 
permit payment of interest on 
stato time deposits In banks. 

—Amendment of the state con- 
stitution to permit Investment of 
state endowment funds In secur- 
ities other than government se- 
curities. Interest rates on cor- 
porate securities Is generally 
higher than on the government 
securities,' 

—A change In Idaho law pro- 
hibiting deposit of state funds In 
banks which do not pay all state 
and local taxes In Idaho. Now, 
nationally chartered banks pay 
no state taxes, while state-char- 
tered banks must pay sbIgs and 
property taxes. 



—Legislation enabling 
State Finance Commission to 
permit state-chartered banks to 
do anything national banks may 
do. 

—Abolition of the State De- 
partment of Public Investment: 

— Creation of a state board of 
trustees to direct investment of 
the state school endowment fund 
of $75 million. It would be com 
posed o f e]ej;liycjnd_nppoinUucJ 
state officials and representa- 
tives of Idaho banks.

WASHINGTON (NEA) — Re- 
publican Richard M. Nixon 
holds a decisive lead over rivals 
Vice President Humphrey and 
George .Wallace in the 19G8 
presidential race and could wind 
up with a smashing electoral 
score.

' Magic Valley's South Hills 
deer hunting turned in excellent 
_ to fantastic success ratios over 1 
' the opening weekend, according 
to statistics taken at checking 
stations by the Idaho"Fish and 
Game Department. 

The Cassia Division hunters 
enjoyed a 27 per "cent success 
ratio,' almost Identical to last 
year although slightly up. But 
the other units. Albion, Sublette 
and Black .Pine had tremendous 
success. It was 41 per cent In 
the Albion unit with 633 hunters 
taking 258 deer. The other two

He said 
over 100 jawbones were gather- 
ed and these should prove 
enough to provide a faily good 
indication of herd age makeup 
arid-sex ratio.
